I wanted to give everyone an update on our 
second weekend of our pledge drive to raise 


the $125,000 needed for our worship space 
and classroom project. Last week, 28 
additional parishioners pledged $28,550.00 to 
the building fund which brings our total to 89 
parishioners who have made a commitment 
to our project and we now have $91,849.00 
pledged, which leaves us with a remainder of 
$33,151.00 needed to be pledged.

And that relationship is 
primarily one of receiving. No one has 
any degree of divine love except what 
one has received. An important part of 
the response to divine love, once it has 
been received, is to pass it on to our 
neighbor in a way that is appropriate in 
the present moment. 1
